Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant seeks to narrow the scope of the 
claims by adding new claim 13 directed towards a spacer. Additionally amended claim 5 consists of improper claim language because 
'baking the green sheet to be baked while the green sheet to be baked is sandwhiched between the spacers' is incohesive. Applicant has 
not overcome the rejections of Osaka et al (U.S. 5,057,360), Kazuo et al (JP 8151270) or Kazuo et al. (JP 8151271) for reasons of 
record. Applicant has not overcome the rejection over claim 1 by adding the process limitations to the claim. 
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
